As Painter’s Brush Recalls Youth to 
Old Home, Kindly Old Man 
Thinks of Yore. 


The Alley home in Ker street is 
being re-painted with two coats of 
brilliant white paint, giving it a fine 
appearance, in fact, making it a much 
handsomer home than many of the 
newer buildings.. This is one of the 
best homes in the city, a large two- 
story building with a wide hall in the 
center, built in the style of fifty 
years ago. : 

| In fact this house was built a little 
i over fifty years ago, when that por- 
| tion of the city was a wilderness, and 
| there were only a few houses around 
| the depot of what was then Scranton. 
Mr. C. H. Alley, now in his 92nd 
year, and a pioneer citizen of this 
city, selected the square of ground 
and built their home, and here he and 
Mrs. Alley, who died several years 
ago at an advanced age, lived and 
loved and worked, and reared a fam- 
ily of boys and girls. 

Four of the family, N. W. Alley, 
Mrs. Bennett, “Mrs. Falk, and one 
child now dead, were born in this old 
home. Mr. Alley planted the fine 
old live oaks that now adorn the 
side walk, the immense wisteria vines 
that entwine themselves about the 
outstretched branches of the oaks, 
and also the pecan tres, one of 
which is famous as_ the original 
“Alley” pecan, from which thousands 
of trees all over the country take 
their origin and name. 

Here, in a setting of live oaks 

pecans, crepe myrtle, wistaria and 
camelia, in a half century old house 
\that is having its yeuth recalled by 
‘the painter’s brush, sits and dreams 
!an old man; in the sunset of his life, 
| happy in the love of his family and 
friends; dreams of the happy days of 
yore and looks to the future wien his 
sun shall have set to rise on another 
and more glorious day. 

It was of Mr. C. H. Alley that she 
!was thinking when Mrs. Henry Al- 
len, of New Orleans, wrote the fol- 
!lowing lines which were published in 

the Chronicle-Star of July 15, 1927: 


_“OLD OAKS OF PASCAGOULA.” 

Wisteria links the old Oak trees 

With swinging vines swayed by the 
breeze;
